Tt ts a law which has proved impracticable, 
and in only one or two casea has any evidence 
been obtained. Take the second section and you 
will egain see what a difficalty presente 
fteelf at once in case of any bres the law 
in regard -to lodging heuses—"fAny permanent 
structare fn which employers of labont lodge 
thelr ‘employés other.than domestic servants, 
or shopmen, as-partof thé remoneration given 
for thelr services."
